Mr. Joe Brenner being present it was 
moved by E, R. Barnett that we hear 
Mr. Brenner in regard to the Spring. 
Carried. After some discussion in which 
Mr. Brenner stated that in the case of 
the one acre of land under dispute be- 
ing reverted back to him he would re- 
quire damage which he assessed at 
$400.00. The reeve proposed to Mr. 
Brenner that we revert the ssid one 
acre of land containing the spring back 
to Mr. Brenner and pay legal expenses 
incurred to date, and refer the matter 
of damages to a court of arbitration.
